TERRITORIAL ASSEMBLY. 
Regina, May 28. 
The behdsys. being over the 
Northwest assembly was in session 
about two hours this afternoon. 
Premier Haultain jn answer to Mr. 
Bennett said if not the government 
of Canada at any rate members off the 
government are aware there is a 


strong feeJing in this house that the 
best interests of the Territories would 
be served by one province. 


Bills were introduced by the prem- 
ier respecting the liquor license or- 
dinance and schools. Bills respecting 
villages and the purchase by Calgary 
of a waterworks system  yeceived 
second readings. Mr. Patrick’s bill to 
amend the marriage ordinance was 
discussed! by the promoter, the prem- 
ier and Mr. Bennett. The object is 
to meet the aversion of the Doukho- 
bors to the present law by allowing 
them to carry out the ceremony. Tn 
their own way, a clerk or secretary 
of the meet*ng is appointed to verify 
otherwise all present to be responsible. 


Mr. Haultain proposed +o substitute 
commissioners for clerks and _ will 
move an amendment at the next meet- 
ing. Mr. Bennett vuiced the opposi- 
tion to granting laxity to the laws to 
conform to the views of different peo- 
ples but accepted the appointment of 
commissioners and a Jow license fee 
as salasjactory, 

A fuller report of the work of the 
acsembly says: The house resumed 
efter its highly enjoyable trip of the 
members to Calgary and Banff, and 
hid an a{tevaosn 2°s"ion to-day. There 
was not a very heavy ordez paper. 

Mr. Benneti asked: 1—Whether the 
goverament had any knowledge that 
the Dominion governinen: are seized of 
the fact that the Laterest of the Terri- 
tories will be best served by one prbo- 
vince? 2—Did Mr. Koss, tate commis- 
Lluaer OL public works and now\ com- 
imi_sioner of the Yukon, jurnish he 
eCVerinient Gy any memovert thereof 
with any emcrauda, correspondence 
or dala icaling tne views of the 
iederal governmeut, or any member 
thereof, upon the question oi the erec- 
lion of ihe Territorie; into a province 
or proviaces’ 8—Did Mr. Ress verb- 
aliy iulimate to the wove rument, or 
any member ‘hereof, the opiniun which 
had been expressed toshim by the fed- 
eral government, ora uy member there- 
of as to the terms, upon which the 
Territories wouid be ereccved into a pro- 
Vioce or into provinces, or a3 to whe- 
ther the Territories would be erected 
tite one province or more? 

Mr. Haultain in reply said that the 
first questivu was somewhat ambigu- 
ous in its terms. If it meant that the 
Dominicn gevernment, as a govern- 
mer’, were seized of the fact, then 
he was mot prepared to say, but if 
it meant tbat some members of the 
wovernoment were strongly of that 
cpinion, ‘en i believed the answer 
might safely be given in the affirma- 
itve. To questicu number two, , the 
answer was no and to question num- 
er three, that it was 2 mattor of priv- 
ate conversation and not a_ subject 
matter for a question in that house. 

The village ordinance was read a 
second time, and a bill by Mr. Cross 
confirming ithe purchase of ihe 
waterworks system by the City of Cal- 
gary and also giving the city other 
powers was read a second time. Sev- 
eral bilis were considered in commit- 
tee, as. 

Dr. Patrick’s bill amending the mar- 
riage ordinance to meet the case of 
the Doukhobors, wes one of these. Tt 
appears that the Doukhobors, to use 
thea term used in the bill, have no 
clergy and their religious beliefs will 
not allow them to comply with{ our 
marriage laws. Dr. Patrick’s bill was 
to make a marriage by banng at a 
public meeting legal. 

Mr. Haultain en behalf of the gov- 
ernment, thought a commissioner of 
marriage should be a feature in the 
bill. A shert form) of contract, not at 
all of a religious character, should be 
drawn up which the parties should 
sign in the presence of the commis- 
sioner. This would ensure a record. 

Mr. Benneit, of the opposition, said 
it was not often he concurred with 
the government but he did very fully 
concur wih the present proposition 
of the attorney-general. His view 
was that, while doing everything in 
reason to meet the views > of these 
(people and a.lowing our shores to be 
,used in the fullest sense es an asylunt 
for the pérsecuted, yet the main 
principle to be gone upon in, legisla- 
tion was not to alter our laws to suit) 
the foreigner but to insist, as far as 
possib'e, on their obeying the laws of 
Canada, (hear, hear.) 

The *i! stood over in order to allow 
Mr. Haultain to draft a clause to meet 
the views expressed. 

Two of the school biils will be 
brought down at the beginning of next 
week. The schoo! legislation is awaited 
with great interest.

ing of higher charges for shorter hauls, 
the discrimination of ahout one-sixth 
of a cent per ton per mile against 
Moose Jaw seems mild. Mr. Shaw‘ex- 
plains that the rate to Winnipog{ ‘is 
special, and that if it were higher coal 
from the Pacific coust could be carried 
around Cape Horn and in from ibe 
Ailantic coast to the capital of the 
prairie provinces. Douttless the peo- 
ple of Winnipeg will excuse Mr. Shaw, 
under the circumsfanves, for not hiv- 
ing advanced the rates on coal to a 
higher level. He seemed to think they 
were entitled to some words of apol- 
ogy. If circumstances should arise to 
prevent them from getting covi by ihe 
Antarctic Ocean he will certainly make 
amends for his present lack of con- 
sideration. With regard to Shingles, 
Mr. Shaw is also constrained to apolo- 
gise to the easiera consumers for his 
failure to levy rates as high as are 
charged at Moose Jaw, and he has the 
Same excuse to offer. Sailing vessels 
are inconsidera‘e, and if he charged 
a higher rate they would secure the 
trafiic. : 
Evidently he will be obiiged to still 
further sligh: tbe people of the east{ in 
the matter of rates from the coast 
when the Panama Canal is built, but 
tha people will look with leniency cn 
his course, and will be quite willingf to 
consider the circumstances in which he 
will be placed. From Vancouver to 
Moose Jaw, 1,822 miles, the rate ois 
shingles is 49 i-z cents per 100 pounas, 
and irom Vancouver io Montreal, 2,906 
miles, it is 75 cents. An increase off 40 
P.F C-nt., 1a Gi_ tance ¢.uses an increasa 
of only ov per cent. in lreight! charges. 
if this is considered in comparison 
with discysmination practised else- 
where it is extremely mild. Mr. Shaw 
took occasion tu point out to the board 
of trade that rates had no relation to 
distance. A place close at hand might 
be absolutely without any competitive 
route, antl might be sufticiently pros- 
perous to stand a heavy charge, while 
another and more distant point might 
be within reach of competitive lines or 
water transportation. Such self-evi- 
dert facts and sound logic must have 


presented, but from the reports to 
band it appears to have been the line 
adopted in making explanations. The 
rates to Moose Jaw are regarded; as 
normal, because there are no competi- 
-ive routes and the full endurance of 
the traffic can be tested. in fact Mr. 
Shaw stated that the rates to Moose 
Jaw were established on the basis of 
“service rendered.” There are some 
who think that the competitive rates 
to eastern points are normal, because 
the railway company’s eagerness for 
the business shows that it is profitable. 
Others say that rates yielding divi- 
dend:s on well-watered stock are unfair 
and shov'd be reduced. But Mr. Shaw 
will never see the matter in any such 
light til an efficient railway commis- 
‘ion is established with power to regu- 
late rates and se‘tle po'nts in dispute.

The former taking in-the provisional 
disirict of Saskatchewan and ghat 
portion of Alberta lying north of, and 
including the 52nd parralilel. 

The southern province to be compos- 
ed of all that stretch of country lying 
south of said 52nd parrallel. 

3. The proposed division would give 
each of the provinces a transcontinent~ 
al railway traversing them from easi 
to west, and would include within their 
boundaries areas which in climatic con- 
ditions and agyjicultural interests have 
most in common. 

4. This hoard further respectfully 
points out that it is necessary that 
the proposed provinces shall have all 
the pt‘ vil+ges of the older provinces of 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Erince 
Edward I-land, Quebec, Ontario and 
British Columbia.

’ 1 Ottewa, May 24. 
Parliament prorogued yesterday af- 
fternoon. The session Jasted 106 days. 
This is the shortest session since 1895. 
The first session of last parliamert 
which was held in the summer df 1896 
wag a ‘month shorter, but that wasjan 
extra sessiom held to pass the estimates 
for the current year, which had noi 
been passed at the last session of the 
A very 


preceding parliament. large 


afhoun* of imvortant business was 
transacted, provably as large as at 
any of the recently preceding sessions, 
but being conducted in a more business- 
like way it did not occupy so much 
time. that the 
change in the leadership of the opposi- 
tion has had a great deal to do with 


There is no doubt 


the more speedy transaction of busi- 
mess. Not so much because, of the dif- 
ference between the present and the 
former leaders,—although that is very 
great—as because of the apparent dif- 
ference in their point. of view. The 
chief object of the former leader seem- 
ed to be to discredit his opponents: and 
to claim credit for himself. To this 
end the personal eiement was largely 
kept to the fron*+, and a vast amount 
of talk, yseless for the purposes of the 
country, was The pres- 
ent leader has no desire to introduce 
‘the personal element in any way. He 
is not a seif-seeker in any degree. He 
is im parliament as a legislater, to 
give his best efforis,—according to his 
views—to the upbuilding of the coun- 
try. He *as never opposed for thie 
mere sake of opposition, and never 
spoken unless he had a point to make. 
The bighest p-a‘se that can be given 
him is to say’ that he is the equal of 
the premier in courtesy, in patriotism 
and in high ideals. As. the elevation 
of the present p-emier to the leader- 
ship of the then opposition brought 
about a great improvement in the 
methods of par'iament, so the éleva- 
tion of the present leader of the gp- 
position has brought about a still fur- 


necessitated. 


ther improvement 

While all credit must be given Mr. 
Borden for courtesy in debate and for 
aid in expediting business, it is well 
to remember that the work of legis- 
lation and governmegpt is not a par- 
lor game. if ideals are to be trans- 
lated into condjitions—which is the pur- 
pose of the existence of parliament— 
something more than acquiesance ex- 
pressed in courtly phrase is necessary. 
Under the system and custom of gov- 
ernment which prevails in Canada the 
first business of an opposition is to 
subject the provoszls of the govern- 
ment to the fire of fair criticism, and 
the second,—if the government  pro- 
posals do not seem to be in the best in- 
terests of the country—to make al- 
ternative proposals. If these are to 
be recognized as the duties of an op- 
position then the present opposi- 
tion has not justified its existence 
during the past session. It will be 
generally admitte* that its criticism 
has been ineffective and its proposals 
Possibly the new lead- 
er was only fecling for standing 
ground. Once he has found it he may 
put up as good a fight in parliament 
as hej does inj the courts, being one of 
the brightest lights of the legal pro-

The second resolution of policy upon 
which a vote was challenged was 
brought fo~ward on Wednesday and 
dealt with the question of expenditure.

“That the finance minister esti- 
mates thot dung the ensuing yean at 
least ane mi'licn doliars wll be re- 
quired to pay the bounties on iron 
and steel, and that the sum midy be 
somewhat lapger. 

“That this house desires to place on 
record its opinion ‘hat the expendi- 
ture for the year ending June 30, 1901, 
and the propose! expenditure for the 
year ending June 30, 1902, are exces- 
sive and extravagant, and it regrets 
that the government wgth the excep. 
ally large revenue af ifs command has 
not only failed to reduce, but has 
largely increased the pubiic debt and 
has not shown proper appreciation of 
the extreme difficulty if not impossi- 
bility of reducing in future years 
the very high standerd of expenditure 
which is being fixed during a period 
of great prosperity.’” 

I may say, before I sit down, that 
I have not taken into consideration 
the fact that we have an expenditure 
authorized by statute of $750,000 for 
a fast Atlant: service, an expendi- 
iure which has been ag-eed to unani- 
mously by both parties, and which if 
we are to believe the hon. Minister of 
trade and comm>rce (Sir Richard Cart- 
wright), we may be called upon to pay 
out in a few years. I have not, fur- 
ther, in considering the financial con- 
dition of the country, taken into con- 
sideration the fact that we are liable 
for five-sighteenths of £2,000,000, in- 
terest on the Pacific Cable, nor have 
I taken into consideration the resolut- 
ion which ‘was moved by tbe bon. min- 
ister of finance in-respect to bounties 
on lead ore, amounting ,to not more 
than $100,000 a year. i 


Mr Borden further said: Had the 
resolution been moved on the Jast/ busi 
ness day of the session as a climax to 
persistent effort by the opposition dur- 
ing the session to keep down the expen- 
diture complained of it would have 
been an affective siutement of policy 
upon which the party would have been 
entitled to appeal to the people of\ Can- 
ada. But when, as was pointed out 
by the minister of finance, it 
brought forward after every single 
litem of the expenditure complained of 
had been severally approved of unan- 
imously by the opposition, it cannot be 
considered as a statement of party 
policy. In whatever degree the gov- 
ernment is to be condemned for there 
expenditures, the opposition must be

condemned in at least the same degree. 
It is scarcely clever to condemn round- 


ly the actions to which those who 
voice the condemnations huve been a 
party. But the plain facts are worse 


than a mere statement of the case con- 
veys. For on many of the expendi- 
tures, so far from the opposition op- 
po:ing individual members of the party 
teok a free band in complaining be~ 
cause they were not greater. This was 
particularly thei case in regard to the 
awards to the three maritime 
While the liberal members 
from those provinces declared them- 
selves perfectly satisfied with the 
awards as closing the door to future 
demands the maritime 
members were particular to put them- 
selves on record as against any such 
view. Such criticism as there 
came frem Ontario, but in no case was 
that criticism backed up by a vote. 
While it may be held by some sup- 
porters of the government that tbe 
party has not cerried ovt its original 
policy regarding tariff and expendi- 
ture, so far as the past session (gs 
concerned the opposition have not 
taken a course to profit by that feel-

During the debate on Borden's re- 
solution Barker, opposition; of Hamil- 
ton, Ont., made a careful and forceful 


criticism of the financial man- 
agement of the Intercoloni:l. 
He claimed that exclusive of 


the Drummond County purchase and 
Grand Trunk agreements, the debt 
against the Iniercolonial railway had 
been increased $13,000,000 during the 
past five years. He argued that large 
amounts which should have been 
charged to running expenses were 
charged to capital, thereby showing 
an apparent profit on rugning  ex- 
penses when really there was a loss. 
But his calweagues from the maritime 
provinces did not back up his state- 
ments or arguments, 

The bonus granted in aid of lead re- 
fining was hailed with acclaim by the 
oppositicn as an adoption of the policy 
of protection and sugges*ions were 
made as to bonuses to beet sugar, iron 
shipbuilding, phesphate mining, etc.,the 
idea apparently prevailing that if an 
industry could not be rupr profitably 
without a ‘bonus, that was a sufficient

SAVING FLOUR GOLD. 

A correspondent of the Free Press 
writing from Austratia: 

I saw’a new Australian invention 
for catching the finest of gold dust 
which might: be of velue in the placer 
mines of cur western states, and also 
in the gold sands of Alaska and the 
Pacific coast. We have a great deal 
of flour gold in our western rivers, 
gold so light that it floats away on the 
surface, of the water, so light that 
most of it cannot be saved, although 


all sorts of processes have been at- 
tempted to saveit. The same kind 


of gold isfoundin New Zealand,and 
some is caught here by tbe plush-cov- 
ered tables on which I ‘wrote infa for- 
mer letter. 

By this new invention the ore dust 
is floated over inclined iron plates, 
which have little ridges upon them, 
so raised that the gold is ceught as it 
goes ovey them. Professor Martell 
told me that 98 per cent of the gold 
was saved by this means. The gold 
dust sticks to the iron while the} light- 
er dust is carfied on by the water. 
At intervals the plates are turned up, 
a hose applied and the gold washed 
off. The machine could be built, I 
should judge, for less than $100 and 
would seem to mei to be fitted to the 
Idaho, Washington and others of our 
gold fields. It is used for all sorts of 


free milling gold. 

CANADIAN CONSTABULARY IN AFRICA. 

Information reached Ottawa _ that 
the 1,200 Canadians whe went to join 
the Sovu+h African coostabulary have 
been sent up the country, with the 
exception of 18 who are down with 
measles at Cape Town, contracted from 
children on board the transport.

London, May 31.—Lord Kitchener's 
account of the battle of Viladfontein 
serves to light up the public interest 
once more in the Boer war. Two facis 
stand out. First, the determined na- 
ture of the Boer assault upon an en- 
trenched position, fifty miles from Jo- 
hannesburg, and secondly, the heavy 
losses suffered py both sides. This has 
been the first reai engagement fought 
for many months and is decisive proof 
that the Boers when led by a_ cool, 
wary gemerai like Velarey can still 
offer a <trenuous resistance to the Bri- 
tish arms. The details of this battle 
may widicate that the British force 
was surprised and the casualiy list 
run up to 174 ig this way, but the 
Boers in any event were the assailants 
and were not repulsed without severe 
losses. The Boers are also reported to 
have fought with exceptional gal- 
lantry whue in pursuit of Gen. Plum- 
er’s convoy. The natural explanation 
of the fighting is that One mine after 
another ts opening in the rand and re- 
fugees are going to Johannesburg in 
groups and the Boers are making des- 
and 
prevent a resumption of industry in 
the gold belt. Vadkfontein was prob- 
ably designed; te be a loud warning 
tq the refugees that the war had not 
ended and the fact that Jobannesburg 
was still an unsafe place of residence. 
A British officer who was on furlough 
after ightung from Colenso to Lyden- 
burg, has been predicting that the 
closing skirmishes of tha campaign 
would occur on the line of the Durban 
and Johannesburg railway in the vic- 
inity of Heidelburg and S\tanderton.
